GRAND LODGE OF MARYLAND, 


Atthe Annual Communication held at the Masonic 
Hall. in the City of Baltimore, on Monday, the 16th 
day of May, A. L. 5842. 





The committee upon the general regulations,&c. 
mide the following report, which was received, read 
swiconfirmed. 

The committee having in charge that portion of the 
gewlation of the M. W. Grand Lodge of Alabama. 
sich relates to the general regulations involving the 
igerests and security ofthe Craft, having duly con 
dered sech matters as have b en proposed for their 
guideration, beg leaveto repo tas follows : 

That they regard the fraternal iotercourse of the 
members of our Institution among the most valuable 
pivileges of the Order, which intercourse ought to 
beencouraged and at the same time: guarded by all 
the means within the .mple powers of the Grand Led 
qrofthis Juion; free, social, Masonic association, 
mociected by pure principles and the sacred ties of 








Brotherhood, is calculated toexpa dthe kindest senti 
nents of humanity. to extend the sphere of usefulness 
damember far beyond the linle circle of hia daily 
whe aad duties, and to promote the sweet charities 
dflifeamongst all thos» who can with confidence 
prefer his claimas a Brother oris ready to acknowled ge 
that relationship. 

To pomote and extead the iatercourse and acquain- 
wee of Brethren residing not only in the neighboring 
Site, bat alao, in regions as far fam each other as 
the east is from the west, various means have been 
taggesied to your committee, the most prominent of 
which, isthe representative sysiem your Committee 
fttommmend to the Convention. 

Asan additional safeguard agaiast ‘he ahuse of 
Masonic privileges by the uawerthy, some of whom 
isupport from the Charity of the lustitution to which 
they are a disgrace, your committee recommend that 
the Grand Lodge advise, if they do not deem it neces- 
Mary to require, theie Lodges to demanda certificate 
the good standing of Brethera who are strangers; 
thich certificate should emanate from tae G. Lodge. 

fam the jurisdiction of which they hail. These 
tenificates will not only shield the Institution from 
theuadeserving but will furnish the Orphans and Wid- 
“8ofdeceased Brethern, the beat evidence of their 
aims upon the fraternity. 

The committee have been informed that there is a

The impropriety of transacting Masonic business 
in Lodges below the degree of Master Mason, except 
such as anpertain to the conferring the inferior degrees 
and the instruction therein, is a subject which his 
been recently presented to the consideration of the 
Grand Lodges of the United States, by the M. W. 
Graad Lodge of Missouri, and in the opinion of the 
committee ought to be adopted. Entered Apprentices 
and fellow Crafts are not members of Lodges. nor are 
they entitled to the franchise of members ; to prevent, 
therefore, the possibility of any interferen@ in, or 
knowledge ofthe Master Masons Lodge will be found 
most advantageous, and uadoabtedly is the only correct 
course of practice. 


In the intercourse of your committee with the 
Fraternity of several of the States, they find that great 
diversity of opinon and practice has obtained in rela- 
tion to their delinquent mearbers ; some Grand Lod- 
ges authorise expulsion from all the rights of Mason- 
ry after a fixed time ; others suspend a Brother: until 
after his dues are paid, whilst others maintain, practi- 
cally that a suspension from a Lodge for non payment 
of dues, only. disfrinchises the deliquent in that parti- 
cular Lodge but levaves him at, liberty to join any 
other Lodge and even to visit the Lodge that has 
disfranchised him of membership. Your committee 
are of opinion, that uniform legislation in this-respect 
in the States, is esseniial to the will being of the 
Fraternity. It is notto be supposed that a Lodge 
will deprive a worthy Brother of his Masonic priv- 
ileges, who is disabled by poverty from contributing 
to the funds of his Lodge; but unfaithfulness and wil- 
ful neglect are equally injurious, aad after a limited 
time, it should be known to all, that suspension 
will follow until the debt is paid, or fur cause shown, 
remitted. 

Suspension is the highest penalty know to be in- 
flicted fornonpayment for dues: and ag the effect of 
this penalty appears to have been misunderstood by 
some to the extent of rendering it a convenience to the 
delinquent. rather than a punishment, in that, he en- 
joys most of the privi leges, whiist he sustains none of 
the burdens of Masonry, your committee feel bound 
to declare that the term suspension is a deprivation for 
the time being of all Masonic p.ivileges.

In bringing this subject before the Grand Lodge of 
Maryland, the undersigned do uot deem it necessary 
to urge any other mutives for immediate action upon

minds ot all genuine masons. Our warmest and 
tenderest sympathies are daily and almost bourly ap- 
pealed to in language that should prompt us to immedi- 
ate action. There are around and among us those of our 
own household, who are suffering for the most common 
necessaries of life. The children of many) of our 
deceased brothers are being raised up in penury and 
ignorance, and as a consequence, will be compelled to 
occupy through life, unless we provided for their sup- 
port and education. a position in the world. that will 
prevent them from being useful, eithet to themselves 
or to others.- ,

‘thisought not ta be. As masons, it is incumbent 
upon us to see thatthe widow of our worthy deceased 
hrother is fed, clad, and sheltered from the storm, and 
that his childern are properly educated. If hitherto 
we have been remiss in the discharge of any of these 
duties, we ought not to be so avy longer. Meaas 
amply sufficient in the opinon of your. petitioners, 
might ina very short time be raised, for. the ac- 
complishment of shese objects, and that too. without 
encroaching upon the fuuds of the Grand Lodge, or 
at least. not till the Hall debt shall have been liquidat- 
ed. or imposing burthensome contributions on the mem- 
bers of the fraternity individually. The pian ttat has 
suggested itself to your petitioners, and which they 
respectfully beg leave to recommend to your 
favourable and. more enlightened consideration, is : 

First. —That theGrand Lodge require of each mem- 
ver of all the Lodges under its jurisdiction, a con- 
tribution of one dollar a year, to be paid quarterly to 
the secretary of the Lodge ta which he belongs, one 
dollar from each Lodge for each in tiation and for 
every degree conferred, except when conferred upoa 
clergymen from whom they receive no compensation, 
but in all such case the Lodges shall require from 
each clergyman so receiving the degrees, five dollars 
at thetime of luis iaitiation, which sum shall be paid 
to the secretary, and go into the Grand Charity, or 
Educational and Relief Fund. 


Secondly,—That the fund thus raised be paid an- 
anally and semiannually to the Grand Treasurer, and 
by him to the treasurer of a board of Trustees or 
Curators, to be appointed one from the Grand Lodge 
and one from each working or contributing Lodge, 
under its jurisdiction, whose business and duty it shall 
be; as soon as a sufficient amount shall have been 
obtained to justify them in so doing, to purchasea 


farm near the City of Baltimore, and establish therein. 


« manual labour school, and to employ a suitable su- 
perintendant and teacher, or superintendant and teach- 
ers, if more than one of each be required to conduct 
the same. They would also recommend, that con- 
nected wih which, suitable accommodations be 
provided fur destitute Widows of deceased master 
masons. 

In thas indicating the description of an asylumto be 
established, your petitioners have been influenced by 
the belief, that one connected ‘with a farm, though 





it would cost more in the first instance, could after- 
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wards be kept up-at much les expense, that it would 
secure in a mote eminent degree, the comfort, health 
and happiness of its iamates, and lastly, that the prop- 
erty would be more permanent and valuable. 

Thus, in submitting a general outline of a plan, both 
for the obtaining of the means and the establishing 
of a Masonic Widows’. and Orphans’ Asylum, your 
petitioners have notihought it necessary to entet 
intodetail, in as much as that would necessarily be- 
come a subject of deliberation for the Grand Lodge: 

Having now brought the subje.t before..yau, . your 
petitioners indulge an.ardent hope, that it will receive 
the favourable and-prompt attention of the G. Ledge. 
and that the necessary preliminary steps may be 
taken at its present communication to establish an 
asylum for the purposes herein set forth. 

The Committee to which was referred. the com 
munication of the R. W. D. G. Master, being,,his 
report ofthe proceedings of the Delegates from the 
several Grand Lodges assembled in the City of Wash- 
ington on the 7th of March last—made the following 
Repon,—which was read and accepted: 

The Committee to whom was. referred the proceed- 
ings of the Convention of Delegates from, the Grand 
Ledges of the United States, held at.Washington,_D. 
C. on Monday, March 7th, 1842, would most respect- 
fully Report, that they have had the same under con- 
sideration, and have selected suc.s portions as requires 
the consideration of this Geand Lodge,. and. would 
offer the following resolutions. 

1—Reso'ved, That this Grand Ledge appoint one 
Grand Lecturer, whose duty it shall.be to attend the 
meeting recommended by. said» Convention, to be 
held-in this city in May, 1843, (shauld such mecting 
be held,) and afierwards, so soun.as may be, to. visit 
all the subordinate Ledges of this Stnte, for the pur 
pose of perfecting the members therenf- in. the work 
and mysteries cf the craft; for which service, he shal! 
receive sach compensations as the Grand Lodge, frem 
time to time, shall determiae., 

2.<-Resolved, That all, Master. Masons, members. of 
Lodges in this State; be advised to procure from the 
Grand Secretary, Certificates of their good and regu- 
lar standing as such: and that it. be, and is, hereby 
recommended to all: he Lodges, underthe jurisdiction 
of this Grand Lodge, to demand fiom all strangers, 
asking admission as visiters within their walls, such 
Certifientes from the Grand Lodge from whose jur. s- 
diction they respectively hail, or claim to hail. 

3.—Resolved, That no degree in masonry shall te 
conferred upou any person, ia any of the Lodges un- 
der the jurisdiction, of thig Grand Lodge, upon.a 
credit. 
4.—Resolved,, That.all ihe business of.a Lodge. 
except that of conferring the infegior degrees and the 
instruction therein, shoald be transacted ina Master 
Mason's Lodge—and that Entered Apprentiees, and 
Fellow Crafis, not being members.of Ladges, no 
member fees should be charged.by this-Grand Ladge 
vn their account. 

5.— Resolved, That when a Mason is.suspended, 
for any cause whatever, he is for the time. of such 
suspension, debarred from all the rights and priveleges 
of the order,

The Committee on the subject of:founding « Grand 
Charity, msde the foowing Report, whieh was read 
and accgpted: - 

The Committee appointed hy the Grand Master, in 
compliance with the Resolutien, to whom was referred 
the Memorial of Bro. C. A. Harris and other worthy 
Bruhren, beg leaveto report, That they accord with 
the memorialists their sincere concurrence in the pro- 
| priety of at once adopting measures for raising a fund, 
‘to be denominated the Grand. Charity or Education 
‘and Relief Fund ; to be applied to the. founding of.a 
| Magpnic Widows’ and Orphans’ Asylum. 

But.as the subject maiter is one of vastimportance, 
and upon the action of the Committee would depend 
much it’s successful commencement and operation, 
they respectfully recommend the propriety of inelu- 
ding in the printed_abstracts, the referred memerial. 
for the consideration of the Craft; and they ask. of 
|the Grand Lodge further time. They. hope that .at 
|the next semi-annual, Convention they can present 
for the consideration and adoption ofthe Grand Lodge, 
a plan feasible, in order to carry out the highly com. 
-meudable designs of the memorialists. 

The Board of Managers handed in their Report, 
which was read and accepted: | 

The Board have pleasure in stating, that the prop- 
erty of the Grand Lodge has sustaived no injary 
since their last report, that every apartment in the 
Masonic hall is at present in good order, and that they 
believe a- handsome addition to the revenue will be 
the result of late alterations, . 

They further report, thatthe Graad Lodge Room 
was reated on the first of April last, tothe highly res- 
pectable congregation under the charge of the Rev.

The Coca of Bolivia. 





Thecoca which is so essentialto the Indian's com 
fortabie existence, is a staple of this climate. This 
plant, at the time of-the conquest, was only used by 
the Ineas and these of the-royal or rather solar blood, 
The plant was looked upon as- an image of divinity, 
and-no one entered the enclosures where it was colti. 
vated with ut bending the knee in--adoration. The 
divine sacrifices made at that period were thought not 
to be acceptable to heaven, . unless the: victims were 
crowned With branches from this tree. The oracles 
made no reply, and augories were terrible, if the priest 
did not chew coca at the time of consulting them— 
I was.an unheard of sacrilege to invoke the’shades of 
the departed great without wearing this plant in token 
of respect; and the Coyas and Mamas, who were sup- 
posed to preside over gold ‘4nd ‘silver, rendered the 
mines impenetrable if the laborers failed to chew the 
leaves of coca while in the toil. To this pl .ntthe In- 
dian recurred for relief in his great distress; no mat: 
ter whether want.or disease oppressed him, or whe- 
ther he sought the favors of Fortune or Cunid, he 
found consolation in this divine plant. In the course 
of time its use extended to the whole Indian popala- 
tion, and its cultivat'on beeame-an important b-anch 
oftrade. It prodaced at one period no Jess than 2,- 
641,487 dollars yearly; and we are told that its leaves 
‘were once the representative-of money, and circula- 
ted as coin. The virtues of the'coca are of the most 
astonishing character. The.Indians-who are enabled 


tallic exhalations, withont rest, food, or protection 
from therclimate. . They run hundreds of leagues or- 
et deserts, arid plains, and craggy mountains, sastain- 
‘ed only by-the coca anda little parched: corn: and 
often, too, acting as males iu beariag loads throagh 
passes where-animals eannot go. Many have attribu- 
ted thie frightful frugality and power of endurance to 
the effects of habit; and-not tothe use of coca; but- 
it myst-be remembered thatthe .lodian is naturally 
voracious; .and it is known that many Spaniards were 
unable to do the Herculean tasks of the Peravians untit 
they habituzlly ased the coca, Moreover, the -Indi- 
aas without it |. se both, their-vigour and powers ofen- 
dorance,.. It is stated, shat .duriag the seige. of La 
Paæ ig.1781, when. the Spaniards were on ihe watch, 
and destitute.of provisions, in ,the, inglemencies. of

hiod in quality. When Mahomet arose, -his people 
jad no religion; at least the broken fragments of 
Christianity, Indaism and Idolatry were-fitted so awk- 
wardly together, that every sensible man among them 
was willing to adsnit it to-be a ‘rickety coneern, and 
very much in ueed of rebuilding. He offered them a 
certain amount of commoa sense and sound morality, 
atempting paradise in reward for their belief, and for- 
cible arguments in the way of cutting off - heads that. 
were too dull to understand it to fortify hisnew creed: 
so no wonder it went by acclimation. With some 
exceptions we have never-were known a series of 
triamphs so reasonable, so rapid, or-in -ene case so 
‘decisive, for Mahomet -remained a victor. in those 
daysa chief of resolation and talents, if fortunate, 
-could easily swell bis band of robbers into an army, 
and conquer provinces. If, in their wild way, he was 
wise, just and merciful, he could retain them. The 
Arab leader had the advantage in time and circum-: 
jance, and besides was in the very meridian ef man- 
hood. At forty the mind is in.ite-ripest energy, and 
the bodily strength unimpaired, if vot prematurely 
‘wasted by disqpation or disease. -His American pat- 
allel, the Mormon chieftain, was a raw uneducated

The experiments were witne-sed by the Comman- 
der in Chief, the Rear Admiral Superintendent, and 
a number of other distinguished officers and scientifie 
gentlemen, and further experiments will be made 
next week. 





Canadian Politics. 


Recent discussions in the Canadian Provincial Pat- 
liament show that the feelings which provoked the 
rebellion of 1838, are yet alive; and the action of the 
executive evinces the present strength of the disccn- 
tented faction. The French party of the eastern 
section, united with the Reformers of the west, were 
early seen to have control of the Assembly ; and the 
mtroduction by Mr Baldwin, a Reformer of ability 
and great popalarity, of resolutions declaring a lack of 
confidence inthe Executive Council, proved that a 
‘contest between the tw> leading parties must occur, 
in which there was every reason to believe the Lib- 
erals would prove victorious. ‘The resalt of this de- 
monstration was the opening of Council to the oppoe- 
sition. Sir Charles Bagot addressed a letter to Mr. 
Lafontaine—. prominent member. of the French 
party, for whose arrest a reward of £500 was offered 
after the R. bellion—anuouneing his. intention of in- 
vitinz tothe co-operation. of his Government. the 
French population, and offering seats ia his Cabinet 
to ssveral gentleman of the Liberal party whom he 
named. Anew Council wis thus fiaally formed, and 
Mr. La‘ontaine became Auorary Geoeral for Lower 
and Mr Baldwin for Upper Canadi—buth holding 
seats in the Council.

> What shall we do with our Apples ? 


Ph. Phelps, Esq. 

Dear Sir —In repjy to. your enquiry respeeting . the 
use of apples as ateed for hogs, I answer that from 
1836 to 1840, inclusive, when I resided on my farm in 
Livingston county, | made.ase of apples as the prin- 
cipal feed to fatten my hogs. The mode adopted wag 
as follows; A potash kettle was filled with apples, a 
bucket of water put in the bottom, and the whole cov- 
ered with wheat bran to prevent the steam from es- 
caping. As sooa asthe apples became soft to the 
core, they were put into a tub or box, that would hold 
three or four hundred gallons, aad when filled with 
apples cooked as above, together with a small quaati- 
ty of bron mixed with them, they were allowed to re 
main unt kL fermentation took place, and then fed to 
the hogs. 

Care should be taken not to make the apples tou 
soft in boiling. Those who have suitable convenience 
for steaming their apples, would undoubtedly sayecon- 
siderable labor thereby. 

One year I fattened my hogs _ exclusively with 
this kind of feed, aad have no hesitation in .say- 
ing that the pork was as good as.1 ever had.on my 
farm. 

I formerly ased corn as the priocipal tee), but fonnd | 
from experience that it was too expen sive making 
pork in that way, and when made it was no better than 
when the hogs are fatted with apples. 

It will be tound that the same quantity of apples are 
nearly or quite as good as potatoes for feed ; and it 
certajnly- requires muchless expense to raise them, | 
and they will afford a sych rbetter profit when fed to 
hogs, than when made into cider. ‘Leta farmer sell 
his corn and fatten ‘his hogs on apples, and I will 
guarantee that his clear profit at the end of the year, 
(all other things being equal,)will be more then that 
of his neighbor, who makes cider from his apples, 
and spends his winter evenings drinking that be- 
verage. 

Apples will be ſound valuable aa feed for store hogs- 
.in the winter, cither with or without canking. If fed 
without boiling, sweet qnes are preferable ;. hut when 
eocked. and allowed to ferment, I have never found any 
—— difference.

“The discovery of Dr. .S.,will. prove, .we have no 
doubt, highly useful. The difficulty of procuring 
suitable rags has been a drawback on the operations 
of paper mills. This difficulty will be obviated— 
Such is the, prolific nature of the multicaulis plant, 
thatin cne year's time a sufficient number can be 
raised to supply ‘ stock’ toallthe paper mills in the 
United States. 

“Dr. S.'s discovery, we have no doubt, will be 
much impraved upon,—and we shonld not be sur- 
prised. if, in the course of a year.or two, the use of 
rags in the manufacture of paper, were entirely 
abandoned.” 





Caution against Poison. 





Housekeepers should be cautious about using glazed 
earthen vessels for holding confections, either preserv- 
ed in acids,or liable to undergo acetoms fern entation. 
The lead used-ia the-process of glazing is deadly poi · 
son. -It is disengaged by the action of the acids, and 
diffuses itself through the entire contents of the vessel 
from which itis corroded. Many persons, not aware 
of this f.ct, preserve pickles and sweetmeats in glazed 
earthen. jars, and from the deleterious change which 
the confections undergo, in consequence lose their 
health, if not theirliv: s, without ever suspecting the 
cause. Stone or glass jars should be used.
